The early sy mptoms of glanders are 


lite those ol nasal gleet—a chronic 
discharge from the nostril, streaked 
with blood, and aecompanied with 
matter or pus—but after a while the 
dibcharge becomes stinking, or it may 
be mixed up like glycerine, blood and 
matter, with no smell. Looking up 
the nostril we may see round ulcers, 
here and there, on the division or sep- 
tum of the nose. These, however, are 
not always present. 
Between the 


jaws, on the inside of the jaw bones, a 
little back of the center, we may find a 
hard knot, about half the size of a 
hickory nut, which seems stuck to the 
bone. This, if the horse is poor and 
wasted-looking, and the knot on the 
same side as the discharge, settles the 
verdict. In chronic cases of glanders 
the horse is often fat and sleek and 
able to work; these cases are most lia- 
ble to deceive the unwary. 


Glanders and farcy are really one 


and the same disease; a bpocificpoisou 
attacking the whole system. 
When it 


attacks the membranes of the nose, the 
lungs, and .the lymphatic glands be- 
tween the branches of the lower jaw, 
it constitutes glanders. 
If the lym- 


phatic glands and other tissues of the 
legs and body are swollen, it consti- 
tutes farcy, and while the two forms ol 
the disease may occur 
separately, 


usually the symptoms of both will 
show 
in 
the 
same 
animal. The 


virus 
is 
contagious 
and 
lasting, 


but 
only 
by 
absolute 
contact, 


and 
the 
contagion 
is 
by 
the 


virus of the ulcors of glanders or 
farcy, each being capable of inducing 
either form of the disease. This virus 
is so lasting that a year even may 
elapso after a hitching-post, manger, 
etc., have received it, and yet the ob- 
ject be capable of communicating the 
disease. 


Farcy is recognized by one or all oi 


the limbs being swollen, by swellings 
along the lymphatic veins of the limbs 
or any part of the body. Small mi- 
diiles, called farcj-buils, will appear 
and eventually break and discharge a 
glairy matter, dry tip, and leave 
bare spot or scar, which remains. 
Others successively appear, follow th 
same course, and the disease eventually 
assumes the fatal form of glanders. 


There is no possible cure for the dis 


ease, whatever empirics may pretend. 
The only successful issue is to destroy 
the animal, bury deeply or burn in u 
furnace, and then thoroughly disinfeo 
ovury portion of Uie stable. A prepa 
ration of corrosive sublimate will 
this when applied under the directior 
of a veterinary surgeon, but where it 
may be applied, a jut of highly-heated 
(dry) 
steam is the 
surest 
agent 


known. 


The great danger in these diseases 


is that they may be communicated to 
man. 
producing a disease scarcely less 


terrible than hydrophobia; hence too 
much care can not be exercised with 
regard to handling suspected horses. 
To sell such a horse would be a crimi- 
nal act.—-Farm and Fireside.

Farm Land ttt JForeit. 


Low prices for all kinds of farm 


products suggest the idea that in some 
sections the business of tillage has been 
overdone, and that a return to forest 
growth of a portion of the land cleared 
up is advisable. 
With improved cul- 


ture and thorough manuring one-half 
the land now under cultivation might 
easily be made to produce as much as the 
whole now does, tf the other half were 
planted in the best kinds of timber the 
steady growth of value in land thus 
occupied would be far preferable to tho 
present practice of cultivating large 
areas for crops which can not sell for 
enough to pay expenses. 
Of course 


the broken land would first be rele- 
gated to timber under this plan. Much 
of this, it is now seen, should never 
have been 
put 
under cultivation, 


though it might be advisable to clear 
off the original growth to get it set 
more evenly or with more valuable 
varieties of timber. 


The fact that old woodlands yield so 


little value in their annual growth 13 
tho great bugbear against more exten- 
sive forest planting. 
Tet 
the two 


methods are alike only in keeping the 
soil occupied with trees, but dilVer 
in almost every thing else. 
None of 


our old woodlands bear the number or 
kind of trees that they should for 
profit. 
Often they are so scattered that 


grosses and weeds grow under them 
and diminish their vigor, even to de- 
stroying vitality. A wood lot equally 
with a cultivated lield needs careful 
planting to insure an even and uniform 
stand. Probably most old woodlands 
have less than one-half the trees they 
should carry, and these have been 
trimmed out by constant destruction of 
the best ever 'since the first settlement 
of tho country. 
To expect woodland 


not half filled with scrawny trees, too 
poor to be worth cutting, to pay *ny 
profit is absurd. 
Clear np this land 


and replant it, at proper distances, 
with trees of the most profitable varie- 
ties, and the wood lot will in a few 
years tell a different 
story. 
Or, 


better still, keep this new land for farm 
cropping, and devote some field run 
down by continued cultivation to timber 
<julture.—American Cultivator.

the remains of the victims of the Balti- 
more. & Ohio disaster at Republic, yester- 
day. Lynn Kletcher, conductor 
of the 


freiKht' train, was the ttrst witness. He 
started from Garrett, Ind., (his home) 
January 8, at 9:40 a. m. with the train. 
Had llfteen and a half car loads of freight 
Koing through Seneca County. Edward 
Kiler, engineer and W. J. Cullison, fire- 
man, 
Unas. Snyder and V. J. Hayes, brake- 


meu. The engine worked all right till the 
steam gave out. It was hard to keep up 
steam. Received noorders in reference to 
limitsd passenger west-bound: did not 
learn at Tiffln where No. 5 waa, nor did 
not know where it was, knew its time for 
points

Was none on board. The engineer 


drank at Bloomdale and Fostoria, two 
drinks of whisky at each place. Didn't 
know he was in the habit of getting 
drunk; can't tell whether he was drunk 
then no not: stopped at Seneca, three and 
one-half miles, and side-tracked to let the 
east-bound passenger go by. It passed at 
1:13 
a m. It is four miles from thereto 


the scene ot the collision, up grade. It 
was snowing and blowing. When one and 
a half miles east 1 went to the engine and

ran as hard as 1 could, and signaled. The 
express was a hnndre d jards from me 
when I signaled, and tho engineer shut off 
tho steam and jumped off the engine. 
My engineer hod pnid no attention when 
J 'said that No. 5 was coming. 
It is 


tho engineer's duty to send out a flagman 
• •when the steam gives ou*. He could have 
done this and stopped No. 5 easily. He 
could have backed down and been all 
right. He gave me no notice of the steam 
giving out. He had a time-card and 
watch 
Had he done his duty under the 


rules, he would have prevented this col- 
lision. The only reason I can give is neg- 
lect. The engineer acted like a man who 
had too much whisky. Had my engineer 
reversed his eng-ine the wreck would not 
have b een near as bad. 


I remained at the scene of the collision 


till 7 p. m.; saw two peraons who had es- 
caped from the smoking oar. I 
don't 


know how many burned up. I worked on 
the north side. Our engine was in run- 
ning order up to the time of the wreck. 
The engineer did not seem to care for any- 
thing when I went to th* engine. We 
agreed at Seneca siding that w« would 
make the run. The boiler wa» nearly dry 
when he shut off bis engine. Had he re- 
versed when I jumped ofl, he could have 
prevented such a wreck. I saw no person 
alive in the smoker. The smoker seemed 
to be in a blaxe. In five minutes the 
cars were blazing teaftet high; heard no- 
body in the tmoker; helped push back the 
sleepers. Took lour or flve minutes. By 
that time could make out nothing in the 
burning cars. Did not give th* engineer 
any orders when I jumped 08 to give sig- 
nal. 
He acted like a man with too much 


whisky, who had sat down by the flre. 
When we lef t Oarrett, he was lively; at 
Senaca dull and Indifferent. There were 
three men in the engine—engineer, fire- 
man and Brakeman Snyder. J think the 
flremau did the best he could. 


W. J. Cullison testified: Was fireman 


on the freight; live at Turkey Creek, Ind. 
Had been nreinan three weeks. Wat on 
freight engine the morning of the col- 
lision. 
Did not see KUer drink any 


liquor, and drank none myself. No special 
trouble to keep up stes.m before we reach- 
ed Beneca. Had 140 pounds when we 
left there. Steam began to fall about 
two miles out and dropped rapidly. 
Noticed it at 120, 100 and 80 Ibs; near 
Republic switch 
noticed 00 Ibs. Not 


more than quarter of a mile from collis- 
ion the flru and water were all right. It 
was up grade. Engineer had less than 
one gauge of water when conductor came; 
Kiler was awake, hut quiet, his face for- 
ward, did not talk with him about steam 
Calling, Had not noticed the time until the 
conductor came in. Had thought of dan- 
ger 
Kiler paid no attention to conductor 


coming in or jumping off. He sat still, 
said nothing and did ;the same after we 
left, Seneca. T jumped ofl before Kiler. 
He followed. Think the freight had stop- 
ped before the collision; heard groans in 
iu sleeper. Somebody mentioned a man 
who throw cards out of the baggage car 
which was aflre first. That and the 
smoker were jammed together. Saw one 
man fastened between smoker and bag- 
gage car with his body exposed. He had 
n mustache. Heard nobody in the smoker 
ask for help. Heard only the cry of fire. 


C'has. Snyder, sworn: 
Live at Colum- 


bus, 
O.; was front brakeman on the 


freight; saw Engineer Kiler take one 
drink at Bloomdale; saw no whisky on 
the train; wo started for Republic thirty- 
five minutes before the west-bound train 
was due there; went to the cab one mile 
east of tho siding; the engineer did not 
look nt his watch or say any thing abou t 
failing steam: noticed the slowing up of 
tho'rnin; had ono guage of water one 
mile west of the collision; usually we have 
throe guages for the same work; the 
fireman was a green hand, but did the 
best

could; 
the engineer 
spoke 


to the conductor [this confirms the con- 
ductor's testimony]; the engineer seemed 
not to realize the danger; did not jump

enough if ho had reversed to run the train 
back down tho grade, giving the passen- 
ger hnkes time to operate and weaken thn 
shock.

side; on other side saw half the body of a

could see no passengers inside car. Our 
engineer gave no signal till he saw the en- 
gine of the other ttrain. Saw one man 
from sleeper who had been hurt; do not 
know what became of him.

Tbe Old Stint Meeting. 


We often hear of olc^ _ .tiers' meetings 


and their annual return is the occasion 
of great and wide-spread interest Bat 
yesterday afternoon at Stapp's Chapel 
was held what is called an Old Saints' 
meeting, and our reporter ia prepared to 
say if this one is a fair sample, they are 
not less interesting than old settlers' 
meetings. For some weeks this church 
has been engaged in a vjry successful 
revival under the leadership of Evange- 
list- Wilson, of Jacksonville, 111. There 
have already been over 100 converted, 
and many of the members ot the ohurch 
have been greatly helped in their Chris- 
tian lives.

All modern 
instruments were abandoned, old hymns 
ao popular in Methodist revivals half a 
oentnry ago were sung, and amidst shout 
find song, tears and hallelujahs for more 
than an hour and a half testimonies were 
given, precious memories recalled and 
l>opes reaching into the eternities were 
expressed.

groves. "God's first temple."

It was a time 
never to be forgotten by those present, 
and especially to tbe "old saints." Yery 
appropriately, tbe meeting closed with 
an old-fashioned handsh-aking, during 
which many who had up to that time 
suppressed their emotions, broke forth in 
shouts and words of praise. Near the 
close of the meeting Evangelist Wilson 
asked the congregation to respond to 
acme propositions, which brought out 
the following facts:

Beport of Plioclon Howard on tb« Im- 


portant Suujeot. 


Secretary Phooion Howard, of the Per- 


manent State Road Association, submit- 
ted the following report of general inter- 
eat to the Illinois Board of Agriculture 
in session at Springfield: 


DANVII/LB, IM , Jan. 1. — To the Hon- 


able State Board of Agriculture: Returns 
made to these headquarters for tha year 
1886 aggregate BB follows: 


Of tbe 102 counties, thirty-five report 


in full, forty matto partial reports, and 
twenty-eeven none. 1'he total number of 
miles of permanent or metal roads built 
for the year, 469 Total number of dirt 
roada graded and tile drained, 700. Total 
amount expended on permanent bridges, 
mainly iron, for the year, 8159,600. 


These returns show an increase over 


the year 1885 of 20 per cent. 


The majority of highway commission- 


ers still are experimenting with the drains 
for good roads. It will require another 
wet season to determine the value of the 
drainage. 


Of the counties reporting the greatest 


mileage of metal roads for tbe year, Bu- 
reau 1, Will 2, LaSalle 8, Peoria 4, Steph- 
enson 5, Wionebago 6, Vermilion 7, Booue 
8. Fulton, SangamoD, Champaign, Madi- 
son, Iroqnois and Oook are almost entire- 
ly experimenting with dirt roads aud tile 
driuuiug.
